A good phrase is as valuable

Witnesses neeu not' 
accompany pensioner to bank or 
other place where check is to be 
cashed unless it is required by party 
cashing the check for the purpose of 
identification.

PENSION BILL TO 


CAKRY $175,000,000 


UNDER NEW LAW 


^"Washington, Xov. 30.—Appropriations 
of nearly $200,000.000 for pensions to 
veterans of American wars will 
be 


necessary at the short session of Con- 
gress that opens Monday. The unusual 
sum, exceeding all appropriations of 
former years, will 
be necessary 
to 


make up a deficit of neaxly $20,000,000 
resulting from the increase of pen- 
sions under the Sherwood law of last 
summer and the proportionate increase 
of the general pension budget cause-3 
by this act. 


Estimates secured by

Congress todaj indicate that the reg- 
ular pension •bill probably will carrj 
about 1175,000.00". This in itself will 
be a record-breaking- 
total, as 
the 


Sherwood law 
materially 
increased 


many pensions.

proximately $.20,000,000 will be added 
to the regular appropriation 
bill, or 


put into some other measure.
